GOV. ROBINSON'S ADDRESS.

Robinson, the eminent counsel for the de- 
fense, began his argument.

May it please your honors, Mr. Foreman 
and gentlemen: One of the most dastardly 
and diabolical crimes. ever committed in 
Massachusetts was perpetrated on Aug. 4, 
1892, in Fall River. Theenormity of it startled 
everybody; every man feels that the wrong 
should be righted and the wicked brought to 
justice. Here was a crime with all its hor- 
rors and ‘Who could have done such an 
act?’ says everybody. 

In the quiet ofa home in the broad day- 
light on the streets ofa populous cit » who 
could have done it? Inspection showed Mrs. 
Borden had been slain by the use of some 
sharp instrument and below the stairs was 
Mr. Borden’# mutilated body. The terrors 
of those scenes no languagecan portray, and 
we are challenged at the outset to find who 
was equal to that enormity, whose whole 
heart is blackened with crime. A maniac, 
not a man of senses and heart, a lunatic, a 
devil. They were well-directed blows which 
caused those deaths, not directed by a blua- 
derer, none going amiss; surely we can say at 
the outset this was not the careless, un- 
trained doing of one unfamiliar with such 
work.

The court will tell you the proof must come 
up in your minds toa moral certainty, not a 
mathematical certainty, but beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt. The magnitude of a mistake 
is not to doe lightly considered, t 
such men as you, with your home, in- 
fluences, your church associations will 
have no doubt about what you 
ought to do. Tou are to say as to this wom- 
an's guilt or innocence, but it will de a duty 
such as you have never done before. 

**Under the laws of this State the defendant 
is permitted to testify on the stand If she de- 
sires, but if she does not the statutes say no 
inferences will be drawn as to her actions, 
and the District Attorney will not insult this 
court by referring to this in the slightest de- 
gree. ‘the law holds that it ig too great a 
strain to put on a defendant to put him on 
the stand in such cases, and you will not, as 
you go to your room, depart from this under- 
standing. 

THINGS THE STATE DID NOT PROVE. 

Jou must leave out rumors, reports, 


statements which you have heard before the 


trial commenced, and leave out every singie 
thing which Mr. Moody said he was going to 
prove unless he did it; he has spoken for the 
Commonwealth and the Commonwealth ex- 
pects himto dojust what he saidhe was 
going to do.

THE CRIME AND TESTIMONY.

New BEDFORD, Mass., June 19,—All the ev- 
idence inthe Borden trial is in possession of 
the jury. To-day the eminent connsel on 
both sidesof the famous case go over the 
whole ground inan endeavor to assist the 
jury in bringing in a verdict in accord- 
ance with the facts from their point of 
vew.

and no-other indication anywhere about her 
person of participatioa in a deed of violence. 

At LAgzie’s direction Bridget hurried off to 
find Dr. Bowen, the Borden family physician 
who lived across the street. Fatling to — 
him at home, she ran on to the house of 
Ligzie’s intimate friend, Miss Russell, and 
with her turned. Meanwhile Lizzie had 
herself called in Mrs. Churchill, and Mrs. 
Ohurchill, naving observed the body of Mr. 
Borden, ran to an adjoining yard, where 
her coachman happeued to be, and sent him 
off for the doctor. A passer-by, hearin 
what she said tothe coachman, telephone 
to the police. When Mrs. Churchill had re- 
turned to the Borden house she found Dr, 
Dolan there, and in a moment more Miss 
Russell and Bridget came in. Ten minutes 
later the house was alive with licemen, 
Mrs. Churchill agrees with Bridget as tothe 
dress Lizzie was wearing. 

Later in the afternoon she put on a pink 
8 but this had no diamond spots in 


Nobody saw any blood on Lizzie’s clothes, 
nor anything whatever in her appearance, 
dress, hair or manner that warranted sus- 
picion. She was agitated, of course; but no 
more so and in no other way than would be 
any daughter of a man upon whose murdered 
body she had suddenly come. 


MRS. BORDEN’S DEAD BODY FOUND, 
Before the police arrived Mrs. Churchill, 
Miss Russell and Dr. Dolan had each in- 
quired of Lizzie where Mrs. Borden was, and 


mother having received a note from a friend 
and having gone out. But afew minutes 
later, and still before the arrivalof the po- 
lice, Lizzie said she wished somebody would 
xO up-stairs and look for Mrs. Borden, for 
she might have come in, and she (Lizzie) 
thought she had heard her do so. Accord- 
ingly Bridget and Mrs. Churchiil, Bridget 
leading, went upstairs and as the 4 reached the 
head of the stairway they looked through the 
balusters into the guest-room and saw there 
awoman’s body lying under the bed. As- 
suming that fit was -: Borden’s, they re- 
turned and told Lizzie.’ Dr. Bower, had 
gone to the telegra m office to send a dis- 

patch to Emma, teil her to return, was 
not present when this discovery was made; 
but having reappeared, he went up-stairs, 
examined the body, ascertained that it was 
lifeless, and came downstairs again. Then 
the police arrived and the search began. 

The house was gone over, the police say in 
a thorough manner, but many things brought 
out at the trial showed that the search was 
not conducted as it should have been, Lizate 
Borden’s room was locked and was not 
looked into. But in this examination, such 
as it was, the police found no blood 
anywhere except that which had flown, 
spurted or spatterea fromthe dead bodies, 
and which marked the floors and walls near 
where they lay, nor was any weapon discov- 
ered. Downinthecellar, where they were 
always kept, someaxes and hatchets were 
found, Dut there wereno marks upon them 
that rendered their use at all probable. 
They were taken possession of and finally 
sent to Prof. Wood of Harvard, for examina- 
tion. His testimony is that not one of them 
shows the faintest trace ofa biood stain, 
even when subjected to the severest micro- 
scopic and chemical tests known to science. 

LIZZ IBW STORY. 

Lizzie Borden was not a witness at the trial, 
but her statements made to persons at the 
time of the murder are in evidence, To all 
who asked her Lizzie said that she 
out tnto the barn just after Bridget went up- 
stairs. On Friday afternoon her uniform ex- 
planation of the visit tothe barn was that 
she was looking for some tinned iron tofixa 
screen with; but on Saturday night she said 
to the Mayor and the Chiefof Police thet she 
went to get some lead to make some sinkers 
with. Shesays she was there from twenty 
minutes to halfan hour, astatement of time 
undoubtedly exaggerated, presuming that 
her story in other respects is true. A police 
officer to whom she told about having gone 
to the barn straightway went there 
himself, The ordens kept no 
horse, and the barn was used 
as a storage- place. Lizzie said she 
wasin the barn both down-stairs and up- 
stairs. He found it fastened with a clamp, 
and having opened the door searched it 
thoroughly, observing nothing that Dore on 
the case. Ashe was coming down the stairs 
of the barn he brou — his eye on a level with 
the floor and noti that inthe sediment of 
dust on the floor there were the marks of his 
footprints, but of no others. He applied the 
same test to the first foor of the barn with 
the same result. He could see his footprints 
but he couldn’t see those of anybody else. 
There would have been an obvious difference 
between his and Lizzie’s. 

MISS RUSSELL AND THE BURNED DRESS, 

One of the points of the case made much of 
by the prosecution was the story told on the 
witness stand by Miss Russell, the friend ana 
confidant of Lizzie Borden. She said that on 
the night before the trage Lizzfe visited 
her at her house. Lizzie seemea much wor- 
ried and depressed, Miss Russell asked why 
she had not gone to Marion with her sister 
and why she did not now go. Lizzie replied 
that she was afraid to go; that she hada

Advices re- 
ceived to-day indicate that the towns of Vir- 
ginia ana Mountain Iron had been destroyed, 
and that Biwabic was partially if not entirely 
wiped out. It ia impossible to estimate the 
loss, but it willapproximate $1,000,000, and 
several thousand people are homeless. For 
three weeks the range hasbeen in danger, 
Forest fires have been burning on all sides of 
the new mining towns, and only by the 
greatest effort has the disaster been averted. 

The town of Biwabic is on a nearly straight 
line along the range and covers a distance of 
some twenty-five miles. The towns are Mc- 
Kinley, Mezaba, Biwabic, Virginia and 
Mountain Iron, with an aggregate popula- 
tion of about 6,000. The mest important is 
Virginia, with 8,500, and then Biwabic, with 
2,000. Mountain Iron has a population of 
about 800 and McKinley 200. On Saturday the 
first news was received which indicated any 
serious danger. Upto this time the range 
towns had fought the fre for themselves, 
and had, so far as possible, kept the 
news of the danger from reaching 
the outside world for fear their prospects 
might be injured. On Saturday General 
Manager Philben of the Mezeba Road re- 
ceived advices which convinced him that the 
danger was imminent, and he went to Vir- 
ginia to look after the interest of his road, 
which touches most of the mining towns. 
The fire at this time was all about tne vil- 
lage, but there was every reason to believe 
that it could be kept under control. Sunday 
morning a strong wind diew and the range 
was doomed. The first news came from 
General Manager Philben, who telegraphed 
at 5 o’clock to President Merritt of the road: 

„Men, women and children loaded on ore 
cars ready to lea vo. For God's sake send us 
ald.“ 


At nearly the same time messages were ro- 


ceived from other large towns. The oper 
ator at Mountain Iron telegraphed that the 
town was burning, and the operator at Bi- 
wabic wired to President Greatsing of the 
Duluth road: Goods removed from depot. 
Good-bye.’’ | 

Since that time the wires to Biwabic have 
been down. The Mezeba officials state their 
advices are that Biwabic has been saved, but 
indications are that the village has shared 
the fate of Virginia. At6:35 yesterday Mr. 
Philben telegraphed: The whole town of 
Virginia, including freight house, has been 
burned, Weare bringing women and chil- 
dren here and have two engines trying to get 
cars out: Tell Mr. Fisherof the Duluth and 
Winnipeg road to be prepared to send 
women and children to Duluth by special. 

The first train bearing the refugees from 
the range, carrying 250 people, mostly women 
and children, arrived in Duluth at 1:30 this 
morning and the wearied, hungry passengers 
hurried from the coaches to the baggage 
rooms where elaborate lunches were spread. 
Ot all the crowd the greater portion were 
penniless, dependent absolutely upon what 
charity might be offered. Few had 
saved anything beyond the most meager 
effects and for the whole trainload there was 
but a single trunk. 

Ample preparations had been made to care 

forthe hungry people. Tables, of course, 
first attracted the eyes of the hungry crowd, 
Sandwiches and everything to eat disap- 
peared faster than it could be supplied. They 
had had little or nothing fo eat during the 
day. 
4 most graphic description of the fire at 
Virginia was given by James McOarthy, an 
actor, who has been playing at the Star 
Theater. He was accompanied by his wife 
and little child.

SOLD FOR VAGRANCY. 


The Supreme Court, However, Holds the 
Action Was Unconstitutional. 
JEFFERSON CiTY, Mo., June 19.—Some time 
during March, in the city of Mexico, Audrain 
County, one Thompson, a negro, was tried 
and declared a vagrant under sec, 8849, Re- 
Vised Satutes, 1689, the justice issued a war- 


rant to the Constable of the township com- 


manding the sale of the negro to the highest 
bidder asa vagrant. Pending the execution 
of the warrant petitioner applied to the 
Supreme Court for a writ of habeas corpus. 
The trial and sale of the negro was had under 
secs, 8,846, 8,848 and 8,849, which the court 
holds to be in conflict with the constitution. 
Sec. 2 ot art. 1 of the constitution of 1865 
declares that there cannot be inthis State 
either slavery or involuntary servitude, ex- 
ceptin punishment of crime, whereof the 
party shall have been daly convicted. This 
section has now become sec. 81 of 
art. 2 of our present constitution, 
The court holds that the prisoner is gulity 
of nocrime. Doubtless he might be proceeded 
against under section 8841, which makes the 
act of being a vagrant punishable as a crime, 
but in no other way. To sum it up, the 
court holds that the sections of the statues 
under which the negro was tried contra 
venes the constitution of the United States 
and of this State, and he is therefore en- 
titled to discharge.

He wrote regularly to her there and got an- 
swers in due form, but learned afterward 
that she had gone from her home toa wine- 
room and was there helped into a buggy by a 
man, when she was supposed to be in New 
York. She was frequently seen in St. Louis 
in the company of lewd women and had fre- 
quented houses of ill repute on Clark avenue 
and on Spruce street.

STREET DEPARTMENT CROOKEDNESS. 


The facts published in yesterday’s Sun- 
DAY Post-DisPATCH with regard to the 
conditions that have prevailed in the con- 
duct of the Street Department contained 
astonishing revelations which indicate that 
the city treasury has been looted of large 
sums of money through dishonest pay roles 
and other unscrupulous methods. 3 
The means of investigation were limited 
and the search for evidence was hampered, 
yet sufficient facts were discovered to war- 
rant a demand for a thorough in- 
vestigation of the department. Facts 
were unearthed showing that straw- 
men were carried on the rolls, 
that persons not connected with the de- 
partment have drawn salaries, that persons 
have been paid for work not done and that 
over-payments have frequently been made, 
In one case it was shown that thirty-one 
superintendents supervised the work of 
twenty-eight laborers. 

These facts and indications of looting 
methods place the alleged ‘understanding 
between Commissioner Murphy and Mayor 
Walbridge in an unpleasant light. There 
is only one honorable course for Mayor 
Walbridge to pursue, Whatever corruption 
there has been in the Street Department 
must be uncovered, and those guilty’ of it 
punished. If athorough investigation is 
not held there will be warrant for the 
opinion that knowledge of crookedness has 
been made the means of accomplishing 
political purposes, and that public inter- 
ests have been sacrificed to party ends,

Is Bronaugh Eligible. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

The appointment of F. P. Bronaugh of 
Cooper County, who was neither a Colonel or 
a Captain inthe Confederate Army, raises a 
question of his eligibility to the important 
office (in fees) of Coal Oil Inspector of the 


city of St. Louis, to which he has been re- 
cently appointea by Gov. stone. 

The law creating the office provides that 
the Governor shall appoint for the city of 
St. Louis an inspector of petrolum, olls, etc., 
his bond shall be fixed by the Municipal As- 
sembly and approved by them, and fled in 
the office of the City Register of St. Louis. 
The appointee shall be a resident of the city 
of St. Louis.“ This makes the office unmis- 
takably a city office, and was so intended by 
the Legislature. That the Governor 
makes the appointment does not change 
its character any more than if the Leg'slature 
had vested the appointment in the Mayor or 
Municipal Assembly. This it could have done, 
had it thought proper to do so 

In the statute relating to cities of the first 
class, of which St. Louis is the only one in 
the State, the qualification of a city officer is 
defined to be: A citizen of the United States 
for two years,and a citizen of St. Louis also for 
two years. The words citizen and resident, 
in their legal application to this case, mean 
thesame. Mr. Bronaugh has not been a citi- 
zen ot the city of St. Louis for two years, nor 
has he ever been a resident of it. He came to 
— Louis about two months ago with a view 

etting this position. Had he not received 
e would still be as he has been for many 
share a citizen and resident of Cooper County, 
t will not do for Gov. Stene to say 
that Bronaugh has the necessary qualification 
in the way of citizenship and residence for 
the office. The law and the facts are against 
this lame conclusion, Of course Bronaugh 
will hold the office as there will be no one 
likely to contest his right to do so, But is it 
not ‘‘hard’’on the Democratic party of st.

GETTING READY FOR WORK. 


Many Members of the Next Congress Now 
in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., June 19.—Surprising as 
it may seem, there are all the way from thir- 
ty to sixty members of Congress in the Cap!- 
tal City at this time. The majority of the 
Congressmen here are Democrats. Now that 
they know that President. Cleveland will call 
Congress together in extraordinary session in 
September, or perhaps earlier, a good many 
of them are making preparations for their 
duties in the next Congress. There are some 
who are tariff issue, 
others the * and 
great many others are reg: Bote rations 
to get some local legislation through for the 
benefit of the districts they represent. The 
financial question, however, as is probably 
well Known throughout the country, 
towers above every other issue at the present 
time. It is the chief topic of conversation in 
the various departments in Washington, in 
the hotel lobbies, and in every other place 
where business men and Congressmen con- 

gregate. Theuncertainty of the action of 
the comin 11 — with reference to the 
repeal of herman law is the one thin 
that 11 the interest in this 
direction. Predictions have been 
made that the Sherman act 
could pe repealed without substituting 
for it anything more favorable to silver than 
the . law. This statement, however, 
is vigorously combatted dy the silver men 
who will be in Congress n ext session 
and by those on the outside who are in favor 
of something better in the way of legislation 
to advance the interests of the white metal. 

The uncertainty that prevalis is also caus- 
ing President eveland many sleepless 
nights. He is credited by his friends with 
cerns ambitious to do the right thing witb 
this Sherman law repeal. His enemies criti- 
cise him for his activity in endeavoring to 
force Congressmen 5 his own party to vote 
for the repeal of the act, whether they think 
ittothe best interest of their constituents 
and the country to do so or not. It has 
been alleged, time and again, that he has 
withheld patronage from silver Democrats in 
the South, because they would not come 
around to his views in this matter. Just how 
much trath there is in these charges is some- 
thing that will probably never reach the ears 
ofthe public. Mr. Cleveland at this time is 
very careful to allow no statement from him 
to put into circulation unless the state- 

ment is penned by himself. It is claimed at 
the White House that he does not even trust 
to his stenographer to prepare his views on 
any quéstion, but writes Als own statements 
and is careful to select a safe messenger to 
deliver his views tothe press ociations in 
Washington, so that they will not be able to 
leak ou through any other channel.

Tyrannical Measures Recently Passed by 
the Provisional Government. 

New Tonk, June 19.—Mr. Charles Nord- 
hoff, in his special from Honolulu, gives the 
text of the ‘‘sedition law recently passed by 
the provisional Government in order to show 
the people of the United States what sort of 
repressive and tyrannital law this planters- 
missionary Oligarchy entatis.’’ The law is as 
follows: 


An act concerning seditious offenses: Be it enacted 
by the Executive and Advisory Council of the Pro- 
visional Goverament of the Hawaiian Islands: 

Everyone commits a misdemeanor who 
— 2 vertmlly or otherwise any records or any 
document wit seditious intention. If the matter 
so published e —— of words spoken the offense is 
called the speaking of seditious words. If the mat- 
ter so published consists of written, or printed 
words, the offense is called the publication ofa 
seditious libel. 

Sec. 2. Everyone commits a misdemeanor who 
agrees with any other person or persons to do an act 
for the furtherance of any seditious intention com- 
both or all ot them. Such an offense is ¢alled 
a seditieus conspiracy. 

Sec. 3. A seditieus intention is an intention to 
bring into hatred er contempt, or to excite dissatis- 
faction against the provisional government of the 
Hawaellan Islands, or the laws thereof, or to excite 
the people to attem pt the alteration by force of — 
matter established by the laws of the provisiona 
government or to raise discontent or dissatisfaction 
against the provisional government or promote feel- 
ings of ill will and hostilit between different 
classes of people in the Hawaiian Islands. 

sec. 4. In determining whether the intention with 
which any words were spoken, written er printed, 
any documents published or any agreement was 
made, was Or was not seditious, every person must 
be deemed to intend the consequences which would 
naturally follow from his conduct or the words 
spoken or published at the time and under the cir- 
cumstances in whieh he so spoke er conducted him- 
se! 

Sec. 5. Any person adfndged guilty of any misde- 
meanor within the meaning of this act shall be pun- 
ished by imprisoument at hard labor for not more 
than two years or by a fine of not more than $1,800. 

Sec. 6. District magistrates and circuit judges 
shall have concurrent original jurisdiction to hear 
and determine gases under this act.

THE RUSSIAN TREATY. 


A Much More Objectionable Convention 
Than the One Accepted Was Offered. 
New YORK, June 19.—A Washington corres- 
pondent presents another interesting chapter 
in the negotiations which resulted in the 
formulation of the Russian extradition 
treaty. The documents show that while the 
United States has been overreached skilifully 
by the Russian diplomats in the drafting of 
the extradition treaty, the Russian govern- 
ment originally sought to force upon Secre- 
tary Fish and his aides an even more obdjec- 
tionable convention, framed in exactly the 
Same terms as that previously concluded 

between Russia and Switzerland. 

Minister Jewell’s account of an interview 
with the Russian Counselor, Engelhardt, 
shows that the Russian Government stub- 
bornly resisted the incorporation into the 
treaty ofthe clause providing that the ex- 
tradition shall be upon suc 
criminality as, according to the laws of the 

lace where the accused person shall be 
ound, sbould ja:tify his apprehension and 
commitment for trial if the crime had been 
there committed. The objection made to 
this provision was that it seemed to imply 
a suspicion of the manner in which judicial 
proceedings are conducted in Russia. But 
the whole course of the Russian argument 
demonstrates that Prince Gortschalkoff fore - 
saw clearly the basis of the protests that 
would follow the proclamation of the treaty 
in the United States.
